I  recently  spoke  to  Mr.  John  Laughlin 
concerning  a  matter  of  considerable  interest  to  all 
working  people  in  our  commonwealth.   I  am  writing  you 
at  his  behest. 

I  am  a  member  of  Local  48  of  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  here  in  Fitchburg.   A  group 
of  us  have  been  considering  a  rent  control  proposal  for 
our  city,  and  have  recently  been  made  aware  of  a  similar 
proposal  in  Springfield.   Both  proposals  would  be  sched- 
uled for  the  November  1989  balloting. 

Sir,  I  need  not  remind  you  of  the  cost 
of  housing  in  Massachusetts,  nor  of  the  unconscionable 
number  of  our  own  union  members  who  have  found  themselves 
without  shelter  for  themselves  and  their  families.   I 
myself  have  been  in  a  similar  situation.   I  believe 
these  relatively  mild  forms  of  rent  control  merit  not 
only  the  support  of  the  AFL-CIO--and  especially  the 
Building  Trades--but  also  the  support  of  all  working 
people  in  Massachusetts. 

I  am  writing  to  seek  your  permission  to 
approach  the  AFL-CIO  affiliated  unions  in  Fitchburg  and 
Springfield  to  solicit  their  support  for  this  endeavor. 
I  am  enclosing  a  fact  sheet  for  your  information.

1.  WHAT  IS  RENT  CONTROL?   HOW  DOES  IT  WORK? 


Rent  control  is  a  regulatory  system  which  stabilizes 
community  rents  while  guaranteeing  landlords  maintenance 
costs  and  a  fair  profit. 

Under  the  statute  proposed  for  Springfield,  a  seven 
member  Rent  Equity  Board,  comprised  of  a  crosssection  of  community 
members,  would  grant  annual  rent  increases  based  on  the 
Consumer  Price  Index.   The  Board  would  also  have  the  power 
to  allow  additional  increases  .  based  on  extraordinary  expenses. 
The  Board  can  also  grant  rent  decreases  when  tenants  live  in 
substandard  housing  and  the  landlord  has  consistantly  refused 
to  make  the  necessary  repairs. 

2.  WHO  IS  INCLUDED  IN  THE  STATUTE?'-  WHO  IS  EXCLUDED? 

The  statute  covers  "housing  accomodations"--  any  building 
or  structure  offered  for  rent  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes, 
including  houses,  apartments,  rooming  or  boarding  houses, 
but  not  to  include  the  following: 

A.  Hotels,  motels  and  inns  where  the  usual  stay  is 
less  than  1 4  days ; 

B.  Any  new  housing  created  after  January  1,  1990, 
including  any  housing  created  by  conversion  from 
a  non-housing  use  to  housing; 

C.  H o u s i n g  accomodations  which  are  owned  or  operated 
by  a  governmental  body,  or  where  the  governmental 
body  regulates  the  rent; 

D.  Housing  accomodations  in  any  hospital,  convent, 
monastery,  asylum,  college  or  nursing  home; 

E.  Any  housing  accomodations  in  an  owner-occupied 
three  family  house; 

F.  Any  two-family  house  where  it  is  the  only  structure 
used  by  the  owner  for  rental  purpose; 

G.  Any  single  family  home  offered  for  rent. 


3.  HOW  DOES  A  COMMUNITY  WIN  RENT  CONTROL? 


Two  different  processes  can  be  used  to  acheive 
rent  control .

an  initiative  petition  to  place  the  proposed  statute  on 
the  ballot  of  a  local  election.   More  than  10,000  valid 
signatures  must  be  collected  by  August  20.   Then,  at  the 
election,  a  majority  of  registered  voters  in  the  city,  not 
merely  of  the  voters  who  vote  in  th^  election,  must  approve 
the  question.   A  high  turnout  is  decisive.

li  .     BESIDES  STABILIZING  RENTS,  WHAT  ARE  SOME  SPECIAL

A.  EXPIRING  USE  PROPERTIES:  Developments  such  as 
Allen  Park  and  Colonial  Estates  are  nearing  the 
period:  where  developers  can  pre-pay  their  mortgage, 
thus  ending  the  requirement  to  keep  rents  affordable. 
Rent  control  would  be  a  disincentive  to  pre-payment, 
preventing  the  displacement  of  thousands  of  Springfield 
residents  who  thought  they  were  in  permanently  affordable 
housing.  » 

B.  CONDO  CONVERSION:  A  special  permit  system  would  be 
required  before  a  rental  unit  could  be  converted 

to  condominiums,  again,  preventing  the  displacement 
of  long-term  tenants  such  as  those  at  Kimball  Towers 
and  Longhill  Garden.   , 

C.  EVICTION  CONTROLS:   The  statute  would  require  that 
landlords  have  a  reason  to  evict  a  tenent.   Currently, 
a  landlord  has  the  right  to  evict  a  tenant  for 

no  reason --  it  is  simply  his  right. 

5.  WHAT  EFFECT  WOULD  RENT  CONTROL  HAVE  ON  HOMEOWNERS? 

Rent  control  would  have  no  negative  effect  for  homeowners 
in  Springfield.  Property  taxes  would  not  rise;  Ppoposition  2\ 
has  a  limiting  effect  on  property  taxes  already. 

In  addition,  homeowners  would  receive  those  benefits 
which  would  be  generally  shared  by  the  community--  stable 
neighborhoods  where  renters  are  able  to  make  long-term  commitments 
to  a  neighborhood  because  they  no  longer  fear  imminent  displacement
